The Arab coup came as ndvice.i from Cairo said King Ab- 
dullah of Tran.'J-Jordan had iliHpatchcd Arab legion rein- 
forcemciit.'i to the holy himi. The Jciiip- iv;i.s roportvti prepar- 
ing to move into rak'.sline immciliiitely at tlic head of the 
llrilish-traiiicd legion. 

Some TjUO Arabs under the 
conuuanil of Kadol l!ey Jiiniiil, 
n high officer of llie Andi 
Juiluaii army, moved into Al- 
amoin camp in four iirmorcd 
ciifH ami on foot.

people wllh (lie fact Ihat Ihrre In a product 
of n certain name nnd price tliat can bo 
bought at a rcrlalii place. But at ]p:\r.l tlip 
cducatloiia! facllltle,'! arc there, niul their 
u.-ie 1,^ not limited to commerce. 

Two examples of this wider u,ie were the 
recent fund-ralslnB drive of the American 
Heart n.MocIa(Jon and the similar campaign 
this month of the American Cancer society. 
Many thought that the "Walking Man" radio 
contest was pretty slliy. But there was notli- 
Ing silly about the million and a half dollars 
that the contest's fpon-ior turned over to 
the heart awoclatlon. 

The cancer group has no "Walking Man." 
But this year it seems to be using broader 
and more \Tirled publicity tactics than ever 
belorc. This is all to the good, For not only 
win the campaign reach more people nnd 
raise more money, but it wU! also bring more 
Information to more people. And money and 
education are the most hopeful weapons Jn 
the fight against cancer, as they are against 
heart disease. 

The fitory and statlstlc-n on cancer are not 
pleasant reading. But Ignorance of the dis- 
ease and \ts symptoms are more frightening 
and dangerous than nil the disturbing litera- 
ture on the subject. Early diagnosis and 
treatment are usually lmpos.^Ib!o unless the 
patient is well enough Informed to know a 
danger /ilgna! when he sees or feels It. And 
early diagnosis and treatment are nil that 
can be done until a preventive or positive 
cure for cancer Li found. 

It will be a miracle If millions more dollars 
(ire not needed and used for research before 
a preventive or euro It discovered. Perhaps 
the key to victory over cancer lies In the 
largely unexplored field of atomic energy. 
The more money there Is for exploration, 
the shorter the search 1.^ likely to be. 

Meanwhile money Is needed for the treat- 
ment and comfort of those who now suffer 
from this disease and those who will contact 
It while the search goes on. Tlicre are an e.-i- 
llmated 030,000 per.-^ons In tliis country who 
have cancer, yet there are only 1.834 special 
cancer beds available to lliem In all our 
hospitals. 

The goal of this year's American Cnncer 
society drive Is $12,000,000. The Immediate 
goal of accomplishment L<i to cut down the 
steadily rising death rate from the dkcase 
which today kills one American every three 
minutes and which. If the present raUs ol 
Increase Is not checked, will be killing one 
every two mlnuto.i 20 years from now. 

Since no one l.i Immune to cancer, a con- 
tribution to this fund Is certainly a wise In- 
vestment for even-one who can afford It 
And If letter-writing contests and other pub- 
licity stunts will spur those contrlbutloai. 
we say more power to them.
